The Official Notice Board is for Convention 
Business only and any unauthorised notices will be removed. 


2. MEMBERS’ MESSAGE BOARD 


There is a Message Board in the Rotunda for members’ use. Any member of the convention is 
free to post anything here which they consider might be of interest to fellow fans (e.g. local 
restaurant recommendations, lifts offered/wanted). However, the committee reserve the right to 
remove anything that they consider offensive or inappropriate. 


3. VOODOO BOARD
